An Attempt to Preserve the Cur In in Ruck 


Housoi of the We»t. 


The American Association for (.he 


Advancement of Science adopted it 
resolution recommending to Congresn 
that some steps lie taken for the pres- 
ervation of the remarkable arcluuolog- 
iciil curiosities of 
tlie West. 
Prof. 


Powell and his associates of the Geo- 
logical Survey have been giving the 
subject considerable •attention. 
The 


plan most in favor contemplates the 
passage of an act reserving certain 
designated spots, where these pueblos 
and other curiosities exist, from appro- 
priation and settlement under Hie land 
laws, thus stamping them as C4overn- 
mcnt property, and leaving more elab- 
orate and expensive undorlakings to 
llie future. 


Some of llie pueblo tribes are rap- 


idly dying out, nnd others arc chang- 
ing from the quaint people they v/oro a 
few years ago to very commonplace 
savages. The pueblo of Silla, 
fifty 


miles west of Santa Fe, which a few 
decades ago gave shelter to one thou- 
sand sonln, now contains but little 
more than one-tenth 
that niimlii'r. 


Auoma, a much better known pnolilo. 
is already deserted. 
The Mold towns 


of Arizona, built upon tlio tops of high, 
barren rocks are beginning to undergo 
a change, and it is probable that ten 
years hence will lie deserted. 


Of the ancient or deserted pueblos 


th'isi) of Clioco canyon, New Mexico, 
are the most remarkable yet discovered. 
Of tho inhabitants nothing is known, 
but theie is reason to believe that the 
Znnis are their degenerate descend- 
ants. 
Their relics prove that they \\ cm 


mentally htipcrior to any Indians ol 
the present day, yet they fall far short 
of civilization. There are found 
in 


Clioco canyon the remains of thirteen 
immense stone castles, whose masonry 
is unique and durable, and whoso out- 
lines prove their builders to linve been 
capable of devising elaborate archi- 
tectural plans in advance, and worUin;; 
industriously to a given end. 
The 


walls of some of these structures arn 
still standing to the height of three and 
Four stories. 


Moro curious still arc the ruined vil- 


Inges of the cliff dwellers, and for their 
preservation Major Powell's suggestion 
goes a little further. 
The metropolis 


of the cliff dwellings appears to havu 
been in Canyons De Chclly and Delut 
Mil or to—which arc practically onu—in 
Northeastern New Mexico. 
T!ios,o can- 


yons united arc lifty miles long, and in 
the caves and weatherings along the 
way are found more than one bundled 
and fifty groups of dwellings, many of 
svhich are as well preserved as on 
the 
day 
thcjr 
wore 
finished. 


Some tiny caves 
field 
not 
more 


than two or throe families, while some 
mammoth openings contained village:- 
—almost cities—with public strnctuie-- 
which may iiave served as places ol 
worship and castles of defense. 
Some 


arc easily accessible to vigorous climb- 
ers, 
while others are beyond reach— 


live or six hundred feet above the bot- 
tom of the canyon, with blank stretche* 
of vertical rock intervening. 
Major 


Powell suggests that these canyons be 
set apart as a National park after the 
plan of the Yellowstone reservation. 
The nearest railroad point is seventy 
miles distant, and the inturvi'iiina 
country, unlike moat of the avid region, 
is both practicable for a good wagon 01 
railroad and interesting to the tourist. 
The canyons are now the summei 
home of about twenty-five Navajo fam- 
ilies, whose united labors as tillers ol 
the soil is about as much as would be 
expected of one industrious white man. 
For a hotel it ia suggested that ono ol 
the V-shaped projections of rock b< 
hollowed into rooms, corridors, halls- 
aird bedrooms, with windows and bal- 
conies looking up and down the can- 
yon, 
with elevators and modern con- 


veniences, about which Navajo guides, 
with burros and ponies, would wait i' 
readiness to escort tho tourist to distant 
points of interest,—N. T. Sun.

In all the above 
cases an order was entered that the de- 
fendants cease their unjust discrimina- 
tions; that they cease to make tank rates 
when tho tanks differ in capacity, and 
that they conform their charges on tank, 
car and barrel shipments to the rule 
above prescribed. In the case of the 
Bt. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Rail- 
way Company, the Commission decides 
that the defendants made excessive rates 
on barrel shipments, and that tho effect 
was to unjustly discriminate against com- 
plainant, and to give undue and unreason- 
able preference to shippers by tank cases. 
It was entered that the charges be cor- 
rected and made to conform to the rule 
above prescribed. 
In the other throe 


cases no orders were entered by tho corn- 
mission.

HELEN CAMPBELL 
WRITES ABOUT 


PETTICOAT 
LANE. 


On* at the Most Carious Portion! of Thli

LXMTDON, Feb. 3.—Till the story of old Lon- 


don has been thoroughly studied and its past 
made BO alive that it demonstrates tbe 
present and gives its own interpretation to 
many on otherwise incomprehensible point, 
the path of the pilgrim in its streets is beset 
with bewilderment. New London is plain 
and unmistakable. A morning in Belgravin 
is troubled with no perplexities save the 
ever recurring one, as to how its inhabitants 
endure year after year its intense and aggres- 
sive gentility. But, as it is said, "good 
Americans, when they die, go to Paris," so it 
may be said of the Londoners and Belgravia, 
whose monotonous lines of street are 
the 
Mecca 
of 
business 
mens' 
wives 


and daughters, while just outside these 
sacred precincts is 
a 
fringe of those 


whose slender purses debar entrance, but 
who, like Miss Tox, regard it aa a blessed and 
Inestimable privilege to bo so near distinc- 
tion. To liavo a great street just around the 
corner is compensation enough for all incon- 
veniences of whatever nature, and this ac- 
counts for the innumerable little by streets 
in the west end, where the stables of tbe 
great houses mingle with tho homes of the 
lesser people, who, through the bickerings of 
footmen and coachmen and grooms, come to 
have a sense of intimacy with their em- 
ployers and a possession of much knowledge 
as to their private affairs. 
Sunlight and air 


havo email entrance in these by streets, half 
court, half yard, and owning every incon- 
venience that can bo included in the position 
or general arrangement of a house. Such 
street is partly dead wall and part stables, 
but at tht> entrance thoro aro always three or 
four email airless houses, in groat request, 
for reasons already mentioned, and if over by 
any chance vacant, which seldom happens, 
thoy are advertised at once by the house 
agent as a "gentlemanly residenco in the 
most aristocratic part of tho town, Inhabited 
solely by the elite of the beau monde."

Over tho gate, in the 
dwelling house which made port of it, lived 
Chaucer, who seems to havo telt no qualms 
as to any wrong done Jew or monk, and long 
after his tenancy had ended, it became a 
temporary prison, and remained so till Its 
destruction. Baron and squire, soldier and 
commoner, and poet who looked upon it all 
as scone set for his purposes, have walked 
here, each with his own thought of the busy 
scene, and none of thorn with much thought 
save contempt for the Jew, hurrying, with 
bent head,through the throng toward the 
luncs whero his trade centered. 
Then, aa 


now, old clothes was one of tho chief inter- 
ests in life; and, though there was then no 
lormally organized Old Clothes exchange, aa 
today, the trad* was chiefly in Jewish hands, 
and seems likely to remain there. Not Petti- 
coat lane alone, but a labyrinth of other 
lanes, Rosemary loading the list, ar« given 
over to this pursuit, and, as seems to be the 
law for this traffic tho world over, they are- 
all dark und narrow and crowded. Eyes ap- 
paiontly are not so much needed in this 
business as flngors, and touch determines all 
question as to quality, far bettor than sight. 


Kug fair, tho Rug fair of Shakespeare and 


earlier dramatists began it all, but it is with- 
in fifty years or BO that this has consolidated 
itsoU, as it were, into tho Old Clothes ex- 
changes, two of which do an enormous busi- 
ness in supplying tho small shops and dealers, 
und ono af them being devoted solely to the 
bale of unredeemed pledges inclothing; to the 
other contributions come from all the world, 
so that Jew or Gyntilo, Greek, Copt or Ara- 
bian might cosily find a needed garment. 
But the supply is mainly English, and the 
renovation of it<! various orders is tho source 
of many a t,t|;aii|iotrade,thriving8ido by side 
with tho old clothes shop and an essential 
part of its success. Even the present cheap- 
ness of wearing apparel, and the vast amount 
of shoddy cloth which makes such cbeapiu 
possible, has not destroyed the occupation of 
tho men and women who test the possibilities 
of ovory lett oir garment at a glance. 


1'utticoat lano is, thon, simply an exten- 


sion of tho old clothes mart, and, with the 
adjacent lauoa and alloys given over to the 
samo trade, represents two or three miles of 
old clotht'S. There is much besides, but the 
ilrst view on a bright morning, when the 
trade is at its best, leads to tho conviction 
that nothing else can bo. The lone, long and 
narrow, with low houses on either sido, is 
but n vista of many colored garments, not 
only at tho sides but on the ground. The 
crowd flits about or gathers into little groups 
of bargainers. Thoro is nothing bright, and 
certainly nothing; white, for nothing in Lon- 
don can ho wlnto; "it is 11 vista of dinginess, 
but many colored dinginosw, ns regards 
female attire 
Dress coats, frock coats, 


great couts, livery and gamekeepers' coats, 
paletots, 
tunica, 
trousurs, kneehreeches, 


waistcoats, capes, pilot roats, working jack- 
ets, plaids, hats, dressing gowns, -shirts, 
guernsey frocks aro all displayed. The pre 
dominant colors ore black and bluo, but 
there is every color; the light dross of some 
aristocratic livory, the dull brown green of 
velveteen, tho deep blue of a pilot jacket, the 
variegated figures of a shawl dressing gown, 
the glossy black of tht> restored garments, 
the shine of newly turpautiued black satin 
waistcoats, the scarlet aud greon of some 
flaming tartan. These things, mixed with 
tbe hues of tliu women's garments, spotted 
mild striped, certainly present a scene which

cannot Ua beheld in any other part of the 
greatest city in tha world, nor hardly in any 
other portion of the world itself.'' 


This for the air, or, at least, tho pegs acd 


lines outside the shops, but the ground itself 
has also its array of colors. "It is covered 
with lines of boots and shoos, their shilling 
black relieved here and there by the admixt- 
ure of women's boots, with drab, green, 
plum or lavender colored 'legs,' as the upper 
part of the boot is always called in the trade. 
There is, too, an admixture of men's button 
boots, with drab cloth legs, and of a fawred, 
yellow and russet colored slippers, and of 
children's colored morocco boots and shoes. 
Handkerchiefs, sometimes of a gaudy orange 
pattern, are heaped in a chair. Lace and 
muslin occupy small stands or ore spread on 
the ground. Black and drab and straw hats 
are hung up or piled one upon another, while 
incessantly threading their way through all 
this intricacy, is a mass of people, some of 
whose dresses are evidently recent purchases 
in this lano." 


Evidently tho crowd has come hungry, and 


evidently, too, the shop keeper? have small 
time for cooking, for every third shop seems 
one for fried fish, heaped up on willow 
basket tops or trays, brown and crisp und 
hot, and quito worthy the penny or t\vc 
asked. But oven theso do not meet tho de- 
mand, for "winkles" and mussels and 
shrimps, and all the high flavored sea mys- 
teries dear to tha palata of poorer London, 
we here also, in baskets and on stands, vine- 
gar, pepper, hideously streaky butter and 
bread waiting as adjuncts. The baked potato 
man is here, and the hot coffee and ginger 
beer man, while barrows of sweets, of cakes, 
of stale beer and groen stuff rnovo up and 
down or hold their place by the moro quietly 
disposed venders. 
It is a good natural 


crowd as a wholo, a brutal word or bhove 
here or there, but for the most part tho poo- 
pie are too woll entertained for objection to 
anything to find placo, and wander up and 
down, settling upon their purchases, fhaflitig1 
the sellers and pausing at intervals for that 
refreshment of the inner man which is never 
far from the thoughts of a Briton. 


Now and then a customer of a different 


order appears; some shy, timid girl or 
woman, driven by want to chooso a garment 
from these relics of a prosperity known to 
this region only in name, and shrinking away 
Into the nearest and most shadowy shop 
Nor is she imposed upon. Petticoat lane has 
its own tariff and a certain theory of morals, 
and the buyer here gets usually a fair return 
for Iiis money and unlimited freedom of 
choice. It is hardly fctrango, then, that not 
only the immediate UvvolJ^rs in this region, 
but pilgrims from 
many anolliPr poor 


quarter in London, appear here and form 
part of the curious and shilting crowd, leav- 
ing their own rags sometimes and electing to 
appear in those of another order, though 
hardly better than their own. It is stud, too, 
that thieves come here for disguises, and that 
actors walk among tlio crowd studying 
phases of low life not to bo soen clbcwhcro. 
Certainly there is variety enough to admit 
them ail, though whoever comes and goes HI 
theso regions take care to bo ab inconspicuous 
as possible, and to make some errand which 
will, if need bo, account for presence there. 
With such precautions, an hour or more jn 
Petticoat lane is full of au absolutely new 
experience, and if by any chance ono ot thu 
dwellers therein is known, and thus, entrance 
obtained into the actual HLe oC tins itianjjo 
country, it is found to hold not only a unique 
side, but also its full portion of that human 
pain and joy and struggle which we and they 
call living.

on impulse. | We had been in New York 
and 
Philadelphia together, visiting 


Generals Marcy and McLellan, Tom 
Scott and others, and were returning 
\Test over i.he Pennsylvania railroad. 
He never dilned at railway stations, but 
was always provided with a w«ll- 
stocked hamper. We had eaten, and 
he had just settled back comfortably in 
his seat with a few hearty clapping* of 
his hands together (an old habit be- 
speaking content with him), when W« 
saw a bottle, carelessly flung from « 
forward coach, barely graze a track- 
mender's head. A look of indignant 
anxiety flashed into his face, soon 
giving placo to n smile, and finally fol- 
lowed by i-oars of laughter from the 
rugged old man whom it took paralysis 
many long years to kill. 


"I never see a bit of luck like that 


without minding me of the biggest 
piece of luck I ever saw," began the 
veteran criminal catcher, "and it hap- 
pened to a raw Scotchman and his wife 
that I knew. The Scotch fool had been 
a Chartist; a price was set on his head; 
he luid a sweetheart, Joan Carfrae, a 
book-folder's apprentice, and a lass 
that had caught his heart a-singing 
Chartist songs, who married him with 
his head nil but in the noose, and some 
friends shipped them by stealth to 
Quebec, lie as ship's cooper and she as 
a cook on the bark Kent, April 9,1840.

the couple soon got to housekeeping 
famously in. one room. But members 
of the Coopers' Union confidentially 
told him this job would shut down at a 
certain date; and so he impulsively de- 
cided on going to the thriving little 
city ol Chicago. After buying their 
tickets thoy had no money left. The 
steamer was to leave that very after- 
noon. The cooper's little bit of a wift 
raine und confessed that she had crim- 
inally ordered a bonnet at the milli- 
ner's; that it could riot be got for the 
charges; and pitifully pleaded thatthej 
wait for the next boat, a week later, 
that the money might be earned, and 
the precious bonnet secured. The Scotch 
cooper roared like a mad bull, but 
finally consented. They got the bon 
net; but that husband made that wife'i 
life little short of hell, till"—and here 
Pinkerton roared the startled passen/ 
gcrs out of their dozirigs—"news came 
in a few days that the boat they would 
have taken, had it not been for thai 
limky bonnet, blew up, and every soul 
on board was lost!
